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PREFACE 

This  book  is  the  third  for  such  a  series  on  individual  states 
of  the  Old  Northwest.  The  first  "was  for  Ohio,  Buckeye  State  (h 
Vols.)-  The  second  followed  the  same  patter  for  analysis  of  Indi- 
ana. The  present  work  includes  15^00  pictures  to  illustrate  the 
other  three  volumes  on  Illinois:   I,  Plistory;  II,  Government*,  III, 
historical  Atlas;  IV,  Pictorial  History.   It  has  been  made  neces- 
sary by  the  rapid  trend  to  urban  way  of  life  and  need  for  materials 
to  aid  the  imagination  of  younger  persons  especiall;/  in  their  re- 
construction of  the  earlier  predominant  rural-agricultural  way. 
Faults  in  presentation  there  are,  but  at  times  there  were  not  avail- 
able more  satisfactory  pictures  to  use;  difficulties  in  production 
were  many.  The  final  product  is  serviceable.  The  array  of  pictures 
moves  ahead  in  general  chronological  crder.  Things,  persons,  places 
and  processes  are  stressed.  The  author  lias  been  a  teacher  in  all 
grades  of  education. 

3uch  an  array  of  illustrations  must  be  very  dependent  on  the 
work  of  others,  appreciation  for  which  is  ecpressed  here.   Publica- 
tion has  been  aided  by  contributions  of  industrial  concerns  and  by 
old  hand-drawn  pictures  and  photographs  long  out  of  circulation  and 
needing  to  be  brought  back  into  service,  and  by  the  editor's  own 
collection.  State  agencies,  especially  those  of  the;  Illinois  Con- 
servation Department,  have  been  most  helpful.  Valuable  also  have 
been  old  issues  of  the  "Prairie  Farmer"  and  booklets  on  centennial 
celebrations.  The  pictures  are  the  result  of  an  accumulation  of 
forty  years,  assorted  and  arranged  to  show  the  making  of  the  modern 
state . 

A  x-jord  to  prospective  users  ma;/  be  constructive.  The  book  is 
a  pictorial  history  but  increasingly  it  will  become  a  museum  book 
for  Illinois.  Approach  it  systematically:  Flip  through  the  pages 
for  an  overview  of  what  is  there;  notice  the  List  of  pictures  and 
their  organization;  become  acquainted  with  the  Index.   Then  select 
a  field  of  interest  or  conduct  a  general  "look-fest ,"  with  or  with- 
out projector  or  magnifying  glass.  Notice  architecture,  streets  and 
the  things  on  them,  styles,  tools  and  implements,  transportation, 
mater ils  from  which  objects  were  made,  presence  or  lack  of  "candid 
shots,"  etc.,  etc.,  and  it  may  be  used  as  foundation  for  a  private 
or  class  "scrapbook"  for  the  addition  of  other  pictures  by  pasting 
them  on  the  backs  of  pages,  or  by  cutting  up  the  pages,  regrouping 
and  renumbering  them,  with  new  List  and  Index,  etc.,  and  thus  build 
up  the  feeling  of  individual  or  class  creative  work.   Loose-leaf 
covers  would  make  satisfactory  binding  for  the  new  volumes.   Many 
views  may  be  used  in  opaque  projector.   Good  luck  to  "oldsters"  with 
their  looking,  and  to  youngsters  in  school  and  out  in  constructive 
picture  collection.
